Contemptuous 
epithets were heaped up against him. 
lie was ridiculed because of his per- 
sonal appearance and his mental at- 
tributes. 
Everything that he did and

It was so cutting 
that many of Mr. Cleveland's friends 
used to no Into llts of passion over the 
malice displayed.

MEDICAL FAILURES. 


An Authority Say* Three-Fourths of 
Graduates Are Unfitted to Practice. 


That 3.000 out of tho 4.000 grndu- 


atca turned out by tho Medical Col- 
egca each year aro whollly unfitted to 
iractlce medicine and aro menaces to 
.he communities In which they Bet- 
tie was stated by Dr. Cheater Mayer, 
of tho State Board of Medical Exam- 
ncra of Kentucky at a meeting of tho 
American Medical Association's Com- 
mlttco on Medical Education, held In 
Chicago not long ago. Dr. Mayer aald 
that only 25 to 28 per cent of tho 
graduates aro qualllled. 
Fifty-eight 


[icr cent of tho graduates examined In 
28 states were refused licenses. With 
few exceptions these failures took a 
second examination In a few weeks 
and only CO per cent of them passed. 


"This does not mean that doflclen- 


cles in their training wore corrected 
In those few wceka." Dr. Mayor aald. 
"It probably shows that experience 
showed them what tho test would 
probably be and they 'crammed' for 
tho examination. 
Dr. W. T. Gott, 


Secretary of tho Indiana Board said: 
"The majority of our schools now 
teach their students how to pass ex- 
aminations, not how to be good phy- 
alciana." 


At tho session of the American 


Medical Aaaoclatlon hold In Atlantic 
City In June, Dr. M. Clayton Thrush, 
a professor In trie Medico Chlrurglcal 
College In Philadelphia said: "Many 
doctors turned out of tho Medical 
Schools arc so Ignorant In matters 
pertaining to pharmacy that 
they 


know nothing about the properties 
of tho drug* they prescribe for their 
patients!" Dr. Henry Beats. Jr., Pres- 
ident of the Pennsylvania State Board 
of Medical Esumlners, after scrutiniz- 
ing the papers of a class of candi- 
dates for llconmire Bald: "About ono 
quarter of tho papers show a degree, 
of Illiteracy tlmt renders the candl- 
datea for llcenauro Incapable of un- 
derstanding medicine." 


A great many more physicians and 


chemists might bo quoted In support 
of the astounding charge that 3.000 In- 
competent!) are being dumped onto 
an unauapectlng public each year. 
What tho damage done amounts to 
can never bo estimated for these In- 
competents enjoy tho privilege of di- 
agnosing,' prescribing or 
dispensing 


drugs 
regarding 
the properties of 


which they know nothing and then 
of signing death certificates that aro 
not passed upon by anyone unless tho 
coroner Is called In. Probably there 
Is not a grave yard from one end of 
tho country to the other that docs not 
contain tho burled evidences of tho 
mlatakea or criminal carelessness of 
Incompetent physicians. 


During tho last year thero havo 


been perhaps, half a dozen known 
cases where aurgeona, after perform- 
ing opcrattona have sewed up the In- 
cisions without first removing the 
gauze sponges used to absorb the 
)lood. and In some cases forceps and 
even Burgeon's aclasors havo been 
eft in tho wound. 
How many of 


these cases there havo been, where 
;ho patient died, there Is no means 
3f knowing and comparatively few 
Df tho cases where tho discovery la 
made in time to save llfo become gen- 
srally public. Reports from Sanlta- 
Muma for tho treatment of tho Drug 
Habit show that members of tho medl- 
:al profesalon are more often treated 
in these Institutions than members 
jf any other profession, and that a 
Majority of the patients, excluding the 
physlclana 
themselves, 
can 
trace 


their downfall directly to a careless 
physician. 


I low many criminal operations are 


performed by physicians Is nlao a 
matter of conjecture. 
Operations of 


this class aro, unfortunately, very 
frequent In largo cities. Somo gradu- 
ated and licensed physlclana, many 
at them of supposed respectability, 
raako an exclusive practice of crim- 
inal medical and surgical treatment. 
Dr. Henry G. W. Ilhelnhart. Coroner's 
physician of Chicago, estimates tho 
number of criminal operations, annu- 
allly. In Chicago alone at 38.000. How 
inuny resulted fatally are unknown, 
as when death roaulta, tho real cause 
Is disguised In the death certlllcate. 
which tho physician signs, and which 
no one but himself and a clerk sees.

Hoosevelt will bo tho principal speak- 
er at tho convention, and It Is ex- 
pected ho will outline his policy 
toward the project, which Is of so 
great Importance to tho whole Missis- 
sippi valley. 


Tho Invitation to attend tho conven- 


tion was signed by tho governors of 
17 states, In addition to the rouroHcn- 
tatlves of many influential Industrial 
and municipal bodies. 


It Is tho hope of tho promoters ot 


tho convention to persuade the presi- 
dent to give In his December message 
to congress a strong Indorsement at 
tho waterway project. 


It can bo said, however, that what 


ho may do In this respect will be 
guided by the opinion of the Inland 
water development commission, which 
was created by tho president last 
spring for the express purpose of ex- 
amining Into the lakcs-to-tho-gulf prop- 
osition, 


Tho commission, accompanied by

Regulations 


Makes Entry Easily 


Accomplished. 


"Nothing succeeds lllco success" Is 


an old and true saying having mnn> 
applications In Western Canada. Tho 
following letter Is nn Illustration. Tho 
writer, Mr. Certs. left Chicago a short 
tlmo ago and tho success ho has 
achieved may well bo gained by any 
one having pluck nnd energy by local 
Ing on tho frno homestead lands In 
Western Canada. A change recently 
mado In tho Canadian Land Regula- 
tions concerning homesteads makes It 
possible for any member of a family to 
mako entry for any other member of 
tho family entitled to a homestead. 
For Instance, a man may now make 
entry before tho local agent for his 
father or for his brother or brothers, 
or for his son or sons, or for a Bister 
or daughter who may bo tho head of 
tho family having minor children do- 
pending upon her for support. A sis- 
ter, daughter or mother are also en- 
titled to make entry upon n home- 
stead. The only fee required Is $10.00 
for each entry. A great saving In rail- 
way expenses Is thus mado.

settlers might Interest you, and I write 
a few lines nnd let you know we are 
progressing finely and *wcll pleased 
with our now home. 


When I think of tho many hard 


working, Industrious men east with 
families who aro struggling for a liv- 
ing and doing tho strenuous, laying up 
practically nothing for old ago and tho 
thousands of acres of land hero yet to 
bo plowed and cultivated capable of 
raising sixty to eighty bushels of oats, 
thirty to forty bushels of wheat, It cer- 
tainly seems n pity tho two cannot bo 
brought together. But I will repeat, 
this country is only for tho Industrious 
and thrifty; also I might add. It re- 
quires some capital to start. 


A man should Imvo at least a team 


of three good horses; better to have 
mares so as to have some colts com- 
ing along each year. It Is best to bring 
them with him as work horses aro 
high. Ho should bo able to purchase 
plow, disc and drag, harrow, drill, 
binder and hay rake. Of course sev- 
eral taking up claims or buying land 
near together can divide up the pur- 
chasing of tho above machinery and 
exchange work. This plan will work 
well for a fow years or until crops will 
warrant each Individual to purchase a 
full oTltflt 


Wo have 480 acres of as good farm 


land as lies In tho famous Cut Kntfo 
district. Every foot can bo plowed. 
Last year our oats run 60 bushels per 
acre. I sold them for COc per bushel 
on tho place. 


The Indications are for a good crop 


this-year, though wo were very late 
In seeding owing to tho late spring. 
Last winter was tho coldest known In 
this country by the oldest settlers 
(some who have been hero 35 years), 
but with a comfortable house and 
plenty of firewood, which wo hauled 
four miles, wo passed tho winter quite 
pleasantly. Tho air Is clear nnd dry. 
Some of the days I cnmo from work I 
WUB surprised to find tho thermometer 
registering 40" below zero. Though 
wo never keep fire at night, wo had 
nothing freeze In our collar. 


Our stock nnd chickens wintered 


fine. I have a yearling heifer, who 


would hold fcer own In any "fat stock 
show." She has never ioU a drop of 
milk since sho was four months old 
and has never had a mouthful of grain. 
A gentleman who saw her mado tho 
remark, "He bet that heifer had eaten 
her head off with grain," but would 
hardly believe she had never had any 
grain. 


This Is a great country for growing 


all kinds of vegetables nnd wo are 
certainly enjoying our garden. 
Tho 


flavor of the green peas Is especially 
line. Last season .Mrs. G. canned a lot 
of them, and wo have enjoyed them up 
to tho fresh crop. 


I am sorry I did not have tlmo this 


past season to attend to transplanting 
trees, but will keep tho land I had pro- 
pared worked up for next season's 
planting. I received a number of small 
trees (ash nnd maple) from tho Gov- 
ernment Experimental Farm at Indian 
Head. I put them around tho edge of 
tho garden nnd they are doing line. 1 
also received quite n lot of other seeds, 
oats, wheat, potatoes nnd. rhubarb 
roots which were acceptable. 


It Is useless for us to bother with 


garden flowers as wild ones grow In 
profusion. Wo nro located near a fine 
creek, tho water of which Is soft and 
fine for bathing and washing. We havo 
a well of water near the house, 32 
feet deep and 21 feet of water all tho 
time, though it Is harder than tho 
creek water. 


Land which could bo bought for five 


dollars per acre three years ago Is 
now worth $14 per acre and steadily 
advancing each year. 


All kinds of Imp.^vcmcnts aro going 


on, Steam plows and largo threshing 
outfits are already In. Roads are be- 
ing graded, bridges being built across 
rivers nnd creeks. Last year I took 
my family, also wagon, across tho Sas- 
katchewan river In a row boat, swam 
my team across nnd now tho contract 
has been Jet for $200,000 bridge at that 
place. 


Tho C. N. R. havo run their final 


survey from llattlcford to Calgary, 
running west about ono mile north of 
us. Tho C. P. R. havo run a survey, 
which runs northwest passes about COO 
'cot from tho northeast corner of our 
'arm. Tho country will soon bo cov- 
;rcd with a toet work of railroads and 
t will keep them busy hauling tho out- 
put of grain. It Is certainly cncourag- 
ng to UB settlers. 


Two years ago, Harry, my son, nnd 
as you know unloaded our .car at 


Saskatoon and drove 130 miles to our 
claim. Last fall wo had only 18 miles 
to haul our wheat to railroad and as 
you see, tho prospects nro wo will havo 
a railroad at our very door and n town 
near-by. This district can support a 
good town and It will bo well patron- 
ized. 


Harry arrived homo nt 12 p. m. last 


night after going fourteen miles to 
blacksmith shop to get plowshares 
beat out. Tho shop was full of work 
and It was eight p. m. when Harry left 
for homo and parties still In lino to 
have work done. Wo will need stores 
nearer and good mechanics. 


Wo aro all enjoying tho best of 


health which Is a great blessing. 
When wo left Chicago over a, year ago 
my youngest son's (four years of age) 
health was so poor that I almost de- 
spaired of raising him, but ho Is cer- 
tainly a hearty, healthy little fellow 
now. Tho pure fresh air has done him 
worlds of good. 


So to sum up tho whole. 
Why 


should wo not bo glad wo mado tho 
break? A good farm, stock Increasing, 
health nnd an Independent life. What 
more can wo expect? 


Did wo havo to mako nn effort? You 


can bet wo did nnd hustle, too. Should 
you pass this way with your shotgun 
this fall, wo should bo pleased to let 
you shoot prairie chickens off our 
grain stocks.

Hiiod u preliminary order continuing 
tho order nuulo at tho previous hoar- 
liijj restraining1 tho enforcing1 of tho 
commodity freight rates prescribed 
in chapter 232 of tho Laws of 1007, 
liut refused to Issue u inandltory in- 
junction taking out the 2-cent pas- 
senior rato proscribed by the legls- 
latnro and tho merchandise rates or- 
dered by tho railroad and warehouse 
commission on Sopf (1. Tho effect 
of tho order as u whole is to leavo 
matters In statu quo pending a de- 
cision on its merits. 


In delivering his opinion Judge 


Loch roll soveroly denounced tho pen- 
alties proscribed by rate laws. They 
aro as sovoro, ho said, as tho penal- 
ties provided for tho worst crimes 
and nro vicious in principle and u 
disgrace to tho stato. 


In view of theso ponaltictt which 


virtually shut ths door the door of 
stato court* in tho faco of tho rail- 
road officials, Judge Lochron hold 
that tho directors wero Justified in 
not bringing proceedings in tho Htato 
courts. 
Snch action would have 


made them and their subordinates 
liable to imprisonment. 
There can 


bo no question, said Jtulgo Loclircn, 
that Biich legislation Is vicious and a 
reproach upon tho Intelligence and 
senso of Justice of tho legislators. 


Tho decision also overrules tho de- 


murrers interposed by tho Htut* on 
tho grounds that tho rato suits are 
against the state preventing it from 
caarylng on Its governmental func- 
tions, and as Much aro prohibited by 
the eleventh amendment to tho FcdJ 
cral constitution. 


Tlio other objection taken by de- 


murrer is that tlio suits aro multifa-

tlio rates now in force until tho ques- 
tions raised can bo determined on tho 
merits.

Tho crop Is most uneven thin year, for, 
while some fields arc being harvested 
other patches have not yet been top- 
ped. Tobacco gotten In early on high 
ground is In many cases as good as 
last year's, but wherever tho Hold Is 
low tho heavy rainfall and cool tern- 
peraturo for the present season havo 
kept tho plants from growing with 
usual rapidity. In quality tho 1907 
crop will not compare favorably with 
last year's. The' plants havo not been 
Injured by grasshoppers and other 
pests, and generally aro 
free 
from 


blemishes. Tho leaf, however, Is small- 
er than common, and because of tho 
cool, rainy weather will bo 
thinner 


and have less body than It did In 190C. 
Hot, dry weather seems to favor tho 
growth of a leaf which Is thick, firm, 
and will euro well. Hut If tho quality 
Is not of the best, tho acreage Is larg- 
er even than It was last year. Tho 
comparatively high price In 190G, av- 
eraging about 13 cents a pound, led. 
as It always does, to tho planting of 
more fields the following season.
